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SUBJECT: PRESIDENT SENGHOR'S MEETING WITH SENATE AND 
HOUSE EOREIGN RELATIONS COMMITTEES 

1. SUMMARY: JUNE 7 PRESIDENT SENGHOR WAS THE GUEST OE 
THE SENATE EOREIGN RELATIONS COMMITTEE AND THE HOUSE 
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INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS COMMITTEE IN TWO SEPARATE, HOUR- 
LONG, SESSIONS. SENGHOR MADE ESSENTIALLY THE SAME 
STATEMENT TO EACH COMMITTEE, EMPHASIZING HIS CONCERN 
REGARDING SOVIET AND CUBAN INTERVENTION IN AERICA. END 
SUMMARY. 

2. SENATE EOREIGN RELATIONS COMMITTEE SESSION WAS ATTENDED 
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BY SENATORS SPARKMAN, JAVITS, CLARK, PERCY AND ZORINSKY. 
SESSION WITH THE HOUSE INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS COMMITTEE 
WAS ATTENDED BY REPRESENTATIVES ZABLOCKI, DIGGS, BINGHAM, 
MEYNER,-PEASE, PETTIS,-AND CAVANAUGH. IN EACH CASE, ALTER 
INTRODUCTORY REMARKS BY THE CHAIRMEN, SENGHOR WAS INVITED 
TO MAKE A STATEMENT WHICH RAN ALONG THE EOLLOWING LINES. 

HE BEGAN WITH A BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF SENEGAL DRAWING 
ATTENTION TO THE PROGRESS MADE SINCE INDEPENDENCE DESPITE 
SUCH HANDICAPS AS THE SAHELIEN DROUGHT. HE THEN SAID HE 
WISHED TO DESCRIBE THE POLITICAL AND MILITARY SITUATION 

IN AFRICA. HE SAID WE ARE WITNESSING THE PREPARATIONS 
EOR WORLD WAR III. HE QUOTED LENIN SAYING, "WHO HOLDS 
AERICA, HOLDS EUROPE". AFRICA WAS FREE OE GREAT POWER 
INTERVENTION BETWEEN THE TIME MOST STATES BECAME 
INDEPENDENT IN I960 UNTIL 1975. SINCE 1975, THE SOVIETS 
HAVE SOUGHT TO DESTABILIZE AFRICA. SENGHOR SAID THAT 
HE WAS THOROUGHLY FAMILIAR WITH THE SITUATION IN 
PORTUGUESE-SPEAKING AERICA, SINCE THE TIME GENERAL SPINOLA 
HAD MET HIM SECRETLY , WHEN SPINOLA WAS PORTUGUESE 
COMMANDER IN GUINEA-BISSAU. SENGHOR SAID THAT AT THAT 
TIME HE HAD ADVISED THE PORTUGUESE TO NEGOTIATE WITH 
THE OPPOSITION IN EACH OF THEIR COLONIES. SENGHOR THEN 
DISCUSSED THE SITUATION IN ANGOLA. HE RECALLED THAT 
HEAVY PRESSURE HAD BEEN PUT ON HIM BY THE FRENCH TO 
RECOGNIZE NETO. HE SAID THAT HE HAD RESISTED THIS 
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PRESSURE AND TOLD THE ERENCH GOVERNMENT THAT THEY WERE 
OPENING THE DOOR TO SOVIET AGGRESSION IN ZAIRE OR 
ZAMBIA. SENGHOR SAID HE DID NOT REALIZE AT THE TIME 
HOW PROPHETIC HE WAS. SENGHOR CHARACTERIZED THE SITUATION 
IN WESTERN SAHARA AND CHAD AS EURTHER EVIDENCE OE SOVIET 
INTERVENTION AND SAID THE LONG RUN GOAL OE THE SOVIETS 
IS TO ISOLATE THE MODERATES IN AFRICA. HE SAID THE 
SOVIETS WERE ARMING THEIR ERIENDS AND PROVIDING CUBAN 
REINFORCEMENTS. HE DESCRIBED HIS EEEORTS TO EORM AN 
AERICAN SOCIALIST ALLIANCE. HE EMPHASIZED SENEGAL'S 
INTENTION TO SEND A BATTALION TO SHABA. HE SAID SENEGAL 
WAS READY TO EIGHT BUT NEEDED HELP. HE DESCRIBED THE 
CEAO DEEENSE PACT AND DREW ATTENTION TO HIS PROPOSAL 
TO ESTABLISH A NON-AGRESSION PACT IN ECOWAS. 

3. IN BOTH THE SENATE AND HOUSE HE WAS ASKED FOR HIS VIEWS 
OE THE SITUATION IN SOUTH AERICA. HE REPLIED TO BOTH 
QUESTIONS BY RECALLING HIS CONVERSATION WITH SECRETARY 
KISSINGER, IN WHICH HE URGED KISSINGER TO GET DIALOGUES 
GOING BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENTS OF SOUTH AFRICA AND RHODESIA 
AND THE BLACK LEADERSHIP IN BOTH COUNTRIES. IN THE HOUSE 
HE WAS ASKED ABOUT FRENCH INTERVENTION IN AFRICA AND 
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HOW THIS DIFFERED FROM SOVIET AND CUBAN INTERVENTION. HE 
REPLIED BY DRAWING ATTENTION TO THE DEFENSE PACTS BETWEEN 
FRANCE AND SEVERAL AFRICAN COUNTRIES, AND SAID THESE 
AGREEMENTS LEGITIMIZED THE FRENCH RESPONSE TO REQUESTS 
FROM THESE GOVERNMENTS FOR ASSISTANCE. 

4. HE WAS ASKED IN THE HOUSE ABOUT THE SITUATION IN 
WESTERN SAHARA. IN REPLYING HE RIDICULED THE CLAIMS OE 
THE POLISARIO, SAYING A STATE OE 70,000 INHABITANTS IS 
RIDICULOUS. HE DESCRIBED HIS PROPOSALS FOR A REFERENDUM 

IN THE SAHARA WITH THREE OPTIONS: CONTINUATION OP 
MOROCCAN AND MAURITANIAN ANNEXATION OF SAHARA, 
CONFEDERATION WITH THESE TWO STATES, OR AUTONOMY. HE 
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CONCLUDED BY SAYING THAT HE GREATLY REGRETTED THE US 
REEUSAL TO SELL PLANES TO MOROCCO. 

5. IN RESPONSE TO A QUESTION ABOUT RECENT DEVELOPMENTS 
IN GUINEA'S FOREIGN POLICY, HE STRONGLY APPROVED OF 
IMPROVED RELATIONS BETWEEN GUINEA AND SENEGAL, AND GUINEA'S 
OPENING TO THE WEST. 

6. IN RESPONSE TO QUESTIONS WHAT THE US SHOULD BE DOING, 

HE SAID THAT HE HAD TWO GENERAL COMMENTS BUT NO 
SPECIFIC DEMANDS TO MAKE OF THE UNITED STATES. FIRST, 

HE URGED THAT THE US RECOGNIZE THAT AERICAN STATES NEED 
ADVICE, ARMS AND LOGISTICAL SUPPORT, ALTHOUGH NOT 
TROOPS AT THIS TIME. SECOND, HE URGED THE US TO INCREASE 
ITS ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE TO AFRICA, AND THE OTHER DEVELOP- 
ING COUNTRIES. HE EMPHASIZED THAT THE US SHOULD 
INCREASE ITS OEFICIAL RESOURCE TRANSFERS TO .7 PERCENT 
OFGNP. VANCE 
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
